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Ruschmeyer’s on the 
Market for $35 Million

uschmeyer’s, a hotel resort and restaurant overlooking 
Montauk’s Fort Pond, hit the market this week for a 
whopping $35 million. The hotel and restaurant, located 
at 161 Second House Road, are also listed as separate. 
properties for $23 and $12 million respectively. 

A single-family house on a neighboring property, at 151 
Second House Road, which has been used for staff quarters, 
was also listed on October 19 for an additional $2.5 million. 

The Montauk landmark dates back to 1952, when it was 
originally a summer camp by the same name, and the 3.23- 
acre property was reimagined in 2011. The resort, less than 
a mile from Montauk Main Street, has been called “an adult 
summer camp” of sorts. 

Anthony C. Cerio of Brown Harris Stevens, who, with 
Mitchel Natter, has the listing, referred to it as restaurant 
row. “It’s a great location—in the middle of everything. 
You've got Sole down the block, Navy Beach around the 


corner and it’s across the water from Surf Lodge,” Cerio said. 


The resort is turn-key, Cerio said. The main building holds 
the 162-seat restaurant, offering ample indoor and outdoor 
dining—even in the age of COVID. There are also multiple 
bar locations around the restaurant. 

SK Development partnered with hotel developers Ed 
Scheetz, the former Hard Rock investor, and Robbie 
McKinley, who also helped design the Surf Lodge, to 
purchase Ruschmeyer’s in April of 2011. It last changed 
hands in 2017, for an undisclosed price, after two years on 
the market. 

According to tax records, the resort property is owned by 
Ruschmeyer’s Hospitality Group, based in New York City. 
The principal owner, Vincenzo Lentini, whom Cerio declined 
to name, bought it as an investment several years ago. Cerio 
reported Ruschmeyer’s had “a fantastic year this year, not 
like they usually do, but they were shocked they hauled in as 
much money they did” amid COVID-19 pandemic, he said. 
“Business was very strong.”

Pumpkintown Rules

even villages dot the landscape of the Hamptons. Each has a mayor. But every 

fall for two months an eighth village opens, and then, after a brief run, closes. It’s 
Pumpkintown and it occupies 28 acres right across the street from the Parrish Art 
Museum on the Montauk Highway. There is no mayor. But there is a farmer, Hank 
Kraszewsi, and what he says goes. So he is King Hank. 

Pumpkintown is for kids, ages 3 to about 12. They arrive with parents, go for train 
rides (in wooden cars pulled by a tractor), they pick pumpkins and apples, they walk 
through kid-size castles, slide down tubes, climb on swings, pick apples and pumpkins 
and go into a corn maze and try not to get lost. 

This year is no different, but the people with the clipboards are around to enforce 
social distancing. Governor Cuomo has set the guidelines. For example, with the corn 
maze, they take the total acreage, multiply it by 20%—since 80% is corn plants and 
20% footpaths—then divide the square footage of the footpaths by 100 and the result 
is the number of people allowed inside at any one time. For the apple orchards, it’s 
the same thing but the acreage is multiplied by 50%, because half of the orchards are 
taken up by trees. Result? Pumpkintown’s capacity is usually 5,000 guests. But this 
year it’s only allowing 400 at a time, all wearing masks, of course. 

Enjoy. Pumpkintown will remain open through mid-November. It’s rated four-and- 
a-half stars out of five. Cheers.

Greenport BID

- 7 illages across the East End have been challenged 

to find new ways to draw visitors to shop, dine and 
support local businesses throughout the pandemic, and 
Greenport has been leading the way since it brought the 
concept of parklets and an innovative approach to outdoor 
dining to the streets of the historic North Fork destination.

Six-Month Moratorium on 
Sag Harbor Waterfront

he Sag Harbor Village Board has approved a temporary moratorium 
on the Planning Board’s authority to approve major applications for 
the waterfront. 

The moratorium states that “both the Village Planning Board and 
Zoning Board of Appeals have expressed concern that current regulations 
are not working sufficiently to protect the Village’s charm and character, 
which make it such a popular place to live and visit, making it evident that 
a course correction through amendments to the Village’s Zoning Code is 
necessary.” 

Now, a moratorium on the final review or approval of site plan 
applications, special permit applications and subdivision applications 
affecting parcels of land within the study area is in place for the next six 
months, or until March 1, 2020.

Striking a Blow for the Hamptons’ Marginalized Children & Families

t 11 a.m. last Saturday morning, I attended the 

groundbreaking for a new $3 million, 7,000-square- 
foot headquarters building on the Sag Harbor Turnpike for 
the Bridgehampton Child Care and Recreational Center, a 
nonprofit institution that serves the marginalized children 
and families who live in the Hamptons. 

Members of our board—I am Vice President—along 
with government officials and others spoke to the crowd of 40, many of 
whom had made major financial donations. After the speeches and photo 
opportunities with the hard hats and golden shovels, the longtime Director 
of the Child Care Center, Bonnie Cannon, announced to the guests there 
would be “further proceedings.” She then walked over to a nearby excavator 
in full view of the crowd, turned on the engine and, with the guidance of 
a workman who had joined her in the cockpit, moved some gears causing 
the excavator’s scoop to take a huge bite out of the upper floor of an old 
two-story building that stood on the site where the new building would go. 
A ripping sound followed, then a spray of shingles, old wood beams and 
sheetrock sprinkling down as the scoop ripped a long gash all the way to 
the foundation, exposing that part of the interior. The building was to be 
destroyed. This was the first blow. The opening act. 

Before that finale, I was asked to be the first of nine people to speak. 

I decided ahead of time to give a brief history of the six-acre property. 
Others could speak about who needed to be thanked. I’'d use my two minutes 
to give a frame for what would follow. 

“This old farmhouse was built in 1902,” I said. “It was what they call a 
dirt farm. The soil is not that good. There were chickens and ducks, and on 
the four acres in the back were cows and horses. In that small building over 
there they packed potatoes. Where the parking lot is today was a big barn. 
But that’s long gone.” 

I said Bridgehampton back then was a farming town. Potato fields 
surrounded it. In the 1960s, when I got here, yellow school busses from 
North Carolina would bring up hundreds of migrant workers in August and 
September to do the picking. You wouldn’t see them downtown except on 
Sundays, when the locals went to church and the migrants, on their day 
off, stood on the sidewalks in the sunshine in shabby clothes drinking 
Thunderbird wine from bottles inside paper bags. 

The rest of the time they were farming. They lived in primitive barracks. 
There was no heat, no light, no running water, no bathrooms. 

“One morning in the summer of 1949, the wives of these men were told 
to get out into the fields and join the men because the picking was going too 
slowly. They'd have to leave their children in the barracks, alone. In their 
absence, a lantern turned over. A fire started, and two children died. 

“This was a terrible tragedy in this town. The farmers, deeply moved, all 
got together, formed a nonprofit group and bought this six-acre dirt farm for 
them. If the women ever had to be out at the harvest again, the children could 
stay at the farm. And here they could have fun. There were sandboxes, fields 
and games, both indoor and out. Thus the Center was born, which since 
then has served the marginalized community, mostly African-American and 
now also Hispanic.” 

After I finished, the President of the center, Paul Jeffers, spoke. He 
described his long 30-year commitment and he thanked those who were 
here to help the center through hard times. “They were like angels, brought 
to us as needed.”

The best speech I thought came from New York’s Lieutenant 
Governor, Kathy Hochul. She was not a Hamptonite, she was from 
upstate. 

“But when I was a youngster,” she said, “we also had migrant workers 
coming north from the Carolinas to work in the mills. The housing was 
shacks. The air polluted. The children played around in the orange dust of 
the factory’s leavings. My mother decided to make a summer camp for the 
kids. She succeeded. But she was short a teacher for the kindergarteners. So 
she drafted me, age 12. I’d babysat. Now I taught K through 2. I know about 
this.” 

Bonnie Cannon, our leader, has created a full-fledged institution to lend 
a helping hand to the needy. And she spearheaded this project. While the 
new building is being built, classes will carry on in the other buildings. 
Here, Cannon and her staff will teach music, computers, SATs, dance, chess, 
Scrabble, gardening and, in the summer, at camp, tennis, basketball, soccer 
and baseball. There’s also a lecture series and theater, plus many birthday 
parties and holidays celebrated. 

Bring it on. The ribbon-cutting is expected next June. And all promised to 
be back for that. &&

Preserving Land and the Past, 


Planning for an Uncertain Future

& ars passing wide open spaces, slowing to admire the fields and farms, 
go by in greater numbers. Hiking trails worn with more foot traffic than 
they’ve seen in ages. Waterfront homes, once mostly dark this time of year, 
glow with light and activity from within. 

The real estate boom that followed the exodus from New York City to Long 
Island’s East End during the coronavirus pandemic has done more than 
raise the off-season population, and local home prices, as seasonal residents 
moved here full time and summertime renters searched for something for 
the longer term. As property changed hands at a frenetic pace, demand 
increased, and so did revenues for the Peconic Bay Region Community 
Preservation Fund (CPF), sending numbers to record heights. 

Fueled by a 2% transfer tax payable by the buyer on most real estate 
transactions in the five East End towns (Riverhead, Southampton, East 
Hampton, Southold, Shelter Island), CPF money goes toward the purchase 
and preservation of open space and farmland, active parks and recreation 
space, historic sites and water quality initiatives. In the first three-quarters 
of 2020 the CPF collected 45.5% more than it did a year ago, with $84.68 
million coming to the coffers compared with $58.2 million for the same 
2019 window. The highest year-to-date nine-month revenue total in its 21- 
year history means that preservation on the East End has a promising future 
at a time when promise is at a premium. 

“It has provided a level of confidence that the area will retain its unique 
charm,” says Southampton Town Supervisor Jay Schneiderman, whose 
township saw the largest rise over last year, a 58% increase to $50.03 


million. Each town collects its own CPF revenue, and spends it based on 
decisions of the town board, with public input in the process. “All these 
lands are publicly owned, they’re common land, so they become part of the 
value when you own in Southampton Town or anywhere within the Peconic 
region. In essence, if the Town owns the land and you own a property in the 
Town, then you own that land. It’s your property.” 

Preserving the natural beauty and historic past, and the quality of life that 
comes with such efforts, goes hand-in-hand with creating the very value 
of the homes that fuel the CPF. And such effort must be ongoing. On the 
North Fork there is still a good deal of farmland to be preserved, notes New 
York State Assemblyman Fred Thiele, who introduced the CPF legislation 
more than two decades ago and remains one of its true champions. “On the 
South Fork, while they’re not done yet, they’re getting closer to finishing the 
open space/land preservation component,” he adds. “You're seeing more 
and more interest, because of the increase in population, in acquiring land 
for active recreation, and there also seems to be more interest in historic 
preservation—the Pyrrhus Concer House in Southampton, money that 
was used for the facade of the movie theater in Sag Harbor, those kinds of 
projects.” 

Over its lifespan, the CPF has brought in more than $1.2 billion, and the 
acquisition of the prior two decades is paying dividends now for a growing 
population spending more and more time here. “It’s a good thing we 
preserved as much as we have,” Schneiderman says, “because right now, 
that property we acquired has A, gone up in value, and B, we'd have a lot 
more homes and people, and there are only so many people the land mass 
can actually support, between traffic and the fragile environment.

“We've been very active in preserving our farmland and woodlands,” he 
continues, “keeping it from becoming subdivisions or large estates, so it’s 
a good thing we got what we did. And now it creates an opportunity for 
people to enjoy the outdoors, particularly in the age of COVID-19, where 
you re looking for safe things to do other than stay in your house. So you 
enjoy nature, explore nature—we have incredible trails networks, incredible 
scenic vistas. All that sort of complements each other.” 

In 2016, voters gave the okay for a provision that allows up to 20% of CPF 
money to go toward water quality initiatives, which addresses an issue that 
has become increasingly tenuous as the East End has grown. “An impact 
from development is issues we are seeing in our bays and harbors and our 
groundwater,’ Schneiderman notes. “So our ability now to attempt to repair 
the damage that’s been caused by development, by using the Community 
Preservation Fund, I think moving forward that’s going to be a bigger and 
bigger focus on how the money gets used.” ; 

In East Hampton, for example, Hook Pond has seen numerous toxic algae 
blooms in recent times, the result of groundwater runoff and septic system 
issues. The Town purchased a property on the pond with $4.8 million of CPF 
money last year that will, if all goes according to plan, become a site where 


the Town and East Hampton village will work together to restoring it to a 


natural state and have it serve as an educational site to show developers and 
home owners how to enjoy waterfront property while protecting the water. 
Reimagining such spaces undoubtedly helps address challenges 
surrounding preservation and development. Yet the East End is also facing 
issues brought about by limiting the amount of space available. 
“When you decrease the availability of developable land and you increase

the value, you do run the risk of making it harder for the workforce to stay 
within a community, and that has been one of the biggest challenges,” 
Schneiderman says. “We’re a victim of our own success. We've done such a 
good job of preserving land, and we need to do a similar good job creating 
opportunity for the workforce to live within the community and enjoy 


‘these beautiful open spaces. The dark side of this is all the traffic as people 


commute in to meet the labor demands, and people living in substandard 
conditions.” 

There have been efforts to build a similar fund that would support the 
development of affordable housing on the East End, which remains a 
work in progress. Yet it raises another question of what this influx of full- 
time—or fuller time, at least—residents will mean. The answer to that has 
ramifications on how CPF funds will be spent, where they will be needed, 
but its tendrils reach further. How many people the Hamptons and North 
Fork can sustain and support in a full-time capacity, for how long and how 
well, takes us into the realm of the unknown. 

“For local government in particular, they have so much responsibility for 
land use,” Thiele says. “But for all levels of government, for all of us out here, 
the question is going to be, They’re staying, but how long are they staying? Is 
this a permanent shift in the demographics?” 

“There’s going to be an impact on services, I think, that’s going to be costly, 
and you have to assess, what changes in services should we be making?” he 
continues. “Like after 9/11, it was kind of a 12-to-18-month phenomenon 
and then you started to see people drift back to the city. I think this one is 
longer, but is it permanent? I don’t think we know the answer to that yet. 
Those are the kinds of things you have to think about.” &&

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Animal Sheltets: Respite on the Road to a Forever Home

nimal shelters are vital, not just to their local 
A communities but beyond—Animal Rescue 
Fund of the Hamptons (ARF), for example, recently 
undertook a rescue operation in Louisiana in the 
aftermath of Hurricane Laura—and COVID-19 has 
forced them to adapt to unprecedented conditions. 
As we head into the fall, East End animal shelters 
discuss the past year and how things look going 
forward. 

“I am happy to say at ARF, our animals are doing 
great,” says ARF Executive Director Scott Howe. 
“We continue to rescue and adopt and we’ve figured 
out what, for us, are safe ways to do that. The 
pandemic has changed what normal operations look 
like, and for shelters across the country it’s changed. 
There’s a lot of precautions and considerations for 
people now. The concern now is about the drivers 
and the animal care people who do these trips. 
That’s something these shelters are trying to figure 
out, how to keep our staff safe.” 

For rescues from the south, ARF has been working 
with partners who are driving the animals up and 
turning around, as well as meeting partners halfway 
to adhere to health guidelines and avoid possible 
COVID-19 transmission. “We're coming up with 
new ways to get the animals here so that my team 
doesn’t have to stay overnight. If we follow the 
state’s recommendations—and we should and do 
follow them—I can claim exemptions with my team 
as essential workers so they can travel out of state 
and not necessarily quarantine but it doesn’t feel 
right. Those have been the things we’ve considered.” 
For ARF’s rescue trip to Lake Charles, they sent four 
team members. “The issue wasn’t shelters wanting 
to help in the Lake Charles area, it was organizations 
who could provide transport nationally,” says Howe. 
“| had them tested for COVID-19 when they went, 
tested them when they returned and paid for their 
quarantine for 14 days.” 

Of course, ARF also has deep local ties, including 
their expansive Operation Cat program, which helps 
spay, neuter and care for feral cats and colonies. “All 
of our cats and kittens are local kittens born on the 
East End to colonies of feral cats,” says Howe. “We're 
focusing locally. We’ve found that people living out 
here full time, seven days a week, are realizing that 
they're sharing their homes with a colony of cats! We 
have seen a number of calls this year so we continue 
to do that and practically all our kittens are local.” 
Howe recalls that a local contractor recently brought 
in a feral kitten found on a jobsite, and that local 
contractors and landscapers are often the ones who 
find these colonies. 

During the height of the lockdown, ARF was 
very careful about their use of personal protective 
equipment (PPE), which is used by staff for animal 
medical procedures. “We were very concerned and 
wanted to be mindful as to what our role was in 
the larger community as a whole. We donated our excess PPE to Southampton 
Hospital,” says Howe. 

Southampton Animal Shelter Foundation (SASF) adapted in similar ways during 
the pandemic. “Since March, when COVID-19 rules went into effect, we have found 
loving homes for 222 cats, 246 dogs and 22 small pets,” says Director of Adoptions 
and Public Relations Kate McKentee. To facilitate these adoptions during the 
quarantine, SASF introduced Roadside Adoptions & Fosters, “a program designed 
to help our pets find their foster and forever homes in a sanitary, social-distance- 
friendly fashion!” McEntee told Dan’s Papers in March. “For cats, we have been 
hosting Skype and FaceTime interviews with their potential adopters prior to 
in-person meetings. The cats have been responding very well to the virtual meetings 
and it is fun for families, as well.” 

Volunteering is a large part of any animal shelter, and for ARF, the focus has 
shifted to finding volunteer foster families. “Our existing volunteers are back but 


they’re only walking dogs by scheduled appointments,” says Howe. “New volunteer 
opportunities are shifting to fostering, which would be short-term. It can be two 
weeks or six months. We're trying to build a new network of foster families. COVID- 
19 taught shelters that they could maintain their mission, even if they needed to 
reduce capacity in their shelters, to divert animals to foster homes.” 

For both SASF and ARF, the aid of the community has been integral to their 
success during 2020. “We would like to acknowledge and thank the community for 
their support and for adopting shelter pets during these times,” says SASF Executive 
Director Joseph Sprague. Howe echoes the sentiment. “One of the things we’re so 
grateful for here is that this community has been fantastic in supporting us from 
March all the way through. That’s one of the amazing things about the Hamptons. 
It makes great things possible. It means that all the wealth out here can make a 
difference in people’s lives. Our community has stepped forward in ways that once 
again proves how extraordinary this place is to call home.” @&

Is it more high-maintenance than your 
schedule can accommodate? You'll want to 
learn all these things and adjust to suit your 
pet’s needs, to the best of your ability. This 
research process is especially important when 
thinking of bringing another pet into the home, 
as a great many people go about this the wrong 
way. “The worst thing you can do is walk past a 
pet shop, see a little doggie in the window and 
buy it,” warns Harbor Pets (Sag Harbor) owner 
Alan Stone, who has seen too many dogs get 
rehomed due to poor breed research. “A lot of 
people have bought dogs that are the wrong dog 
for their lifestyle.” 

Sportsman’s Kennels (Manorville) owner Helen 
Camlakides agrees that choosing a breed based on 
cuteness is not a wise idea. “You should always be 
looking to put the right dog in the right home, then it 
stays there forever and loves it to death,” she says. 

YOU ARE WHAT YOU EAT. Getting the right 
nutrients is vital to puppies, adult dogs and senior 
hounds, and Stone has a few recommendations on how 
to do that. His personal favorite brand is Hauppauge- 
based Health Extension, which he uses for his nine 
dogs. “The food is very palatable for dogs, and they use 
the same probiotic that they use for making yogurt, so

it’s good for sensitive stomachs,” he says, adding that if 
your pet is dealing with a diet problem or health issue, 
Evanger’s Dog & Cat Food is the way to go, as they have 
specific foods to answer most problems. “Feed your 
dog the best-quality food that you can, within your 
budget,” he advises. 

COMPANIONSHIP IS KEY. One major aspect of a 
dog’s quality of life is companionship, and if you’re not 
leaving your pooch with a human playmate when you 
head out for the day, you'll need to get them a furry 
companion. “People now realize they're never home— 
they’re very busy. And of course, the dog becomes very 
needy,” Camlakides explains. “Do you like to be alone 


all day? So your dog doesn’t either! All the toys 
might be fun, but it would have a lot more fun 
with another buddy.” 

GROOMER KNOWS BEST. Many dog 
owners don’t realize that dogs’ ears should be 
combed nearly every day and their fur should 
be brushed often with a brush designed for 
their breed. “A dog’s coat needs continual 
combing and brushing, and people don’t do 
it. So what happens is the dog goes out in the 
snow or rain and gets matted. The next thing 
you know, they bring the dog in three or four 
months later to get it groomed and the only 
thing you can do is shave it down because 
the mats are so close to the dog’s skin,” Stone 
explains. “And if the dog’s skin can’t breathe, it 
sets it up for infections.” 

. TRAIN YOURSELF, NOT THE DOG. Dogs 
2 and especially puppies need to be kept on 
a predictable routine, and this scheduled- 
keeping is infinitely more difficult for owners 
than it is for their pets. “Dogs are easy,” Camlakides 
says. “I think the whole concept of dog training is 
going about it the wrong way. When we send the dog 
home, we're training the person.” She explains that by 
the time the puppies at Sportsman’s Kennels go home, 
they know how to use pee pads and are accustomed 
to three specific meal times and a set bed time. It’s up 
to the owner to keep up with a structured routine for 
the sake of the dog. “Keep puppies well-fed, keep them 
warm, keep them clean, give them lots of love, make 
them happy—then they have a trust for people, and 
they'll listen,” she adds. “If you raise them with love 
and kindness, I think you get that back tenfold.”

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threatening your safety, the environment and our local economy. 
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BY DAVID TAYLOR 


| n the weeks surrounding Halloween, the masses can’t get enough all things 
spooky—frightening forest walks, terrifying haunted houses and the like. But 
the little voice in the back of our minds assures us that these activities aren’t that 
bone-chilling because they’re not real; it’s all for show! Not so at the Suffolk County 
Historical Society Museum, where goosebumps are guaranteed as guests peruse the 
Haunted Hallway, a collection of creepy curiosities that are 100% authentic. 

On view in the History in the Hall display area through Saturday, November 7, 
the all-new exhibit features objects from the historical society’s collection-deemed 
too strange and unsettling to be included in most other exhibits before it, many of 
which materialized in the collection through strange or mysterious circumstances. 

“Some of the items in our collection are such curiosities that we’re not even quite 
sure how they got here and what the backstory was,” Suffolk County Historical 
Society Executive Director Victoria Berger explains, giving the example of the small 
children’s coffins on display. “We’re curious why the coffins exist and why they exist 
here in the museum. They are authentic; they are empty; and they are nailed shut. 
We haven't tampered with them to see if they were actually used at any point on the 
interior, so some of these things are still haunting questions for us as well.” 

As far back as the late 1800s Suffolk County residents would appear on the 
museum’s doorstep with bizarre, unsettling objects, eager to pass them on to the 
historical society’s care. “We literally had someone in the last couple of weeks show 
up with yet another human hair wreath,” Berger exclaims. “This institution was 
founded back in 1886, and even back then, that’s exactly what people would do— 
they'd come in with their curiosities and say, ‘Hey, this is weird, creepy and kind of 
cool, and we want to donate it to the museum.” 

One of the more unsettling items in the Haunted Hallway is a pharmacist’s poison 
journal, due to the eerie implications of its use. “There was a time when you could 
walk into a pharmacy and purchase any poison of your liking, and the pharmacist 
would keep a record of what exactly you bought so if there were any mishaps, it 
could be traced back to the purchaser. It’s interesting when you see the way that

poisons were so readily available and the many uses that are described.” 

By far the most well-known of all objects on display is the very axe used in the 
infamous Wickham Axe Murders that took place in the summer of 1854. “That’s 
probably our most famous item, because that story shook Long Island back when it 
occurred,” Berger says. “To be able to put that on exhibit, is quite shocking to people 
who may not expect it.” 

For those unaware of the harrowing story, it tells of Irishman Nicolas Behan, 
who had been a farmhand on Wickham’s Farm in Cutchogue until owner James 
Wickham fired Behan for injuring his wife, Frances, in one of the farmhand’s 
frequent fits of rage. While Behan was angry about being put out of a job, it is 
believed that the most triggering aspect of his termination was being cut off from 
Ellen Holland, one of the Wickhams’ maids who repeatedly accepted his romantic 
gifts but turned down his advances. Now with no chance of winning her heart, his 
unrequited love turned to vengeful hate. One night, he returned to the farm with an 
axe, snuck in through a window and attacked the teenage farmhand who happened 
upon him first, severing his ear. He then encountered and subsequently assaulted 
the Wickhams, hitting Frances so forcefully on the skull that brain matter exploded 
across the floor. James momentarily survived repeated blows of the axe but bled 
out shortly after. Holland, Behan’s primary target, heard the commotion downstairs 
and escaped alongside her fellow maid to alert the neighbors, so he fled the scene, 
leaving the bloody axe behind. Behan was eventually found, convicted and publicly 
hung on December 15, 1854, in the yard of the Suffolk County Jail, close to where 
the Riverhead Main Street traffic circle is today. 

When you visit the festively decorated Suffolk County Historical Society Museum, 
with its eerie music playing ominously throughout the halls, take a moment to 
prepare yourself before entering the Haunted Hallway exhibit. While there are 
no ghostly specials effects or jump scares awaiting you within, the history and 
circumstances surrounding the coffins, bone records, hair wreaths and murder 
weapons (plural) on display are far more horrifying. fi.

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ise. To elevate. To move in an upward 

manner. To create the kind of purpose 
and empowerment found at RISE Life 
Services, a Riverhead-based nonprofit 
offering services for developmentally 
disabled, mentally ill and dual diagnosed 
adults on the East End. 

“Empowerment. That’s an important 
word. Empowerment,” says Jo-Ann 
Vitale, Director of Day & Community 
Services at RISE, repeating the word over 
a cacophony of activity 
going on in the background at the Main Street facility. “Our goal 
is to make everyone feel empowered, to feel self-esteem, to know 
they are supported.” 

The organization was originally established as Aid to the 
Developmentally Disabled (ADD) in 1980 by family members 
who, concerned about the physical and emotional decline of 
patients compelled to live in crowded institutions, believed that a 
nurturing homelike environment with appropriate treatment and 
training would make all the difference. From that initial vision, 
ADD grew beyond making a difference to defining what that 
difference could look like. 

Four years later, the first residential program opened in 
Riverhead, and over the years the organization came to also 
offer supported apartments, clinical support, case management 
and other services that now include 32 homes and programs 
including Individualized Residence Alternative (IRA), Immediate 
Care Facilities (ICF), Mental Health (MH) and Day Program 
Without Walls: The Mainstreet Connection, in addition to such 
initiatives as the Northville Sensory Gardens—with a solar greenhouse, interactive

education programs, acres of open space and fish-stocked ponds offering serenity 


and natural beauty—and more. 

“As time went on, the name didn’t really match our services any longer,” Vitale 
notes of the growth that continues to this day. So two years ago they renamed 
themselves. “RISE—that much better reflects the scope of what we offer, what we 
are about.”

Main Street Food Pantry, which works in conjunction with Long Island Cares and 
Island Harvest to bring donations to the Riverhead space and to get the word out. 
It is open one day a week, offering food and personal items every Wednesday. 
“People start to show up around 7, even though we don’t open until 9:30,” Vitale 
notes, underscoring a need that has only risen during the coronavirus pandemic. 
Food insecurity has been an increasingly vital issue to address on the East End, 
so RISE is also working on soon opening another food pantry in Hampton Bays. 

Being part of the East End, the food pantry has access to bounty that other 
such programs in other place may not. For example, Vitale says, “We go to 
Andrews Family Farm, where we can buy fresh produce, 
and that helps everyone. We can get fresh, local food 
and also support the local farms and farmers. We are 
all one community.” Instead of pre-packaged boxes and 
bags often found at other pantries, the offerings here in 
Riverhead are laid out on tables and shelves for people 
to come and, in a safe and socially distanced manner, 
“walk by and look for what they need. Every person, every 
family, their needs are going to be different, so we want to 
address that,” Vitale says, noting that no identification is 
required and all are welcome to come get what they need. 

In addition to serving the needs of other locals, the food 

pantry also gives RISE residents a place to be employed— 
receiving’ and organizing donations and deliveries, 

cleaning and sanitizing and other essential tasks—to 
earn a paycheck and also a sense of pride, independence, 
of being part of that larger entity surrounding them, of 
which Vitale is also so proud to be a member. 

“It is so important to be a part of the community, to be 
able to give something but also to feel like you are part of it,” she says. “It means 
a lot, when you go out, for people to recognize you and be able to say hello to you, 
to know your name and know who you are.”

Agents Discuss the East End's Fall Real Estate Market

ome buyers are broadening their searches in order to find something in the 
midst of what will likely continue to be a banner year on the East End real 
estate market, in large part due to the mass exodus from New York City in the 

_ mist of the COVID-19 pandemic. 

On Thursday, October 22, Behind The Hedges hosted a free, online webinar 
with a panel of five local real estate agents who took a breather from what has been 
a busy few months while people continue to flock to the Hamptons. The agents 
discussed the different hamlets on the South Fork, how to find a community that’s 
a good fit, and what to expect going from the fall to the winter season. 

“This year is like no other year,” said Judi Desiderio, CEO and President of 
Town & Country Real Estate, an independent real estate firm with eight offices 

_on the East End. “It’s a combination of a frenetic must-have to where I used to 

_ say we are a luxury item. I think we are now a need versus a want, and maybe this 

will be the primary residence and Manhattan will be the place they visit,” she said. 

“Moving into the fall, the frenetic pace that we had all summer long has certainly 

_ subsided a little bit—a lot of bit. But the steady stream of business continues.” 

_ “Pve never seen anything like it,” said Enzo Morabito of Douglas Elliman, who 
has been in the business 25 years. “Business has been through the roof,” he said, 
noting that currently, he and his team have 20 properties in contract. However, 
he agreed the frenzy had “tapered off a little bit. It’s hit the peak and kind of going 
sideways, but you don’t have the intensity.” 

Even if the intensity has dwindled, the numbers are still soaring. “All 
mechanisms brokers can use to monitor future business is double or more” than it 
was in 2019, Desiderio added, as she shared some mind-blowing figures. Town & 
Country just published its third quarter report this week, showing the $5 million 
to 10 million range had gone up over 300% year over year. There were 50 more 

_ houses sold in this third quarter than in 2019’s third quarter. Her brokerage also 

has 150% more pending, fully executed contracts, “which means that is going to 
relay to fourth quarter and first quarter 2021,” she explained. 


Shannan North, an associate broker with Brown Harris Stevens, said she has° 


_ seen buyers’ searches become broader in this market. “Real estate has always 
been about location, and I’m finding more people are focusing more on the 
product and the property—the amenity package is important..So, for example, 
someone looking south of the highway is also going to look north of the highway,” 
she said. “Ultimately the properties that are for rent and for sale, the turnkey 
properties, are the most desirable.” ‘ 

JB Andreassi, of Nest Seekers International, who many may recognize from 
Netflix’s Million Dollar Beach House, spoke of how some areas that were perhaps 
not as desirable before are now gaining traction. Over the last five years, he said, 
Water Mill-north and Bridgehampton-north and some of the areas away from the 
beaches and villages had dropped off a bit. “This year, we’ve seen a pick-up and 
some more tractions with sales there. Indicators are that people...and investors, 
are looking for places with more property, more privacy, more fresh air.” 

Each hamlet on the East End is unique, but there’s something for everyone. 
“For example, if you like to boat or you like to fish, the north side of the South 
Fork is probably the place for you...if you’re kind of a beach-goer and you like the 
community, local vibe, then Montauk might be the place for you,” he said. 


Patricia Wadzinski of Sotheby's International Realty, who has been selling real 
estate here for more than 30 years, said buyers have been looking for turnkey. 
“They need to set up their kids, they need to set up their businesses, they need to 
know what their parameters are to not lose a kind of momentum, and maintain, 
retain, Some aspect of normalcy.” 

The entry market is still extremely sought-after, Wadzinski said, with the $2 
million to $3 million properties, regardless of location, being depleted quickly. 
“We have found here in the greater East Hampton area that the market has been 
fuller than ever, and I think that’s true throughout all of the hamlets,” she said. 

Morabito, who has offices in Sag Harbor and Westhampton Beach villages, said 
one of the biggest breakthroughs he has seen in this climate is that real estate 
west of the Shinnecock Canal “has become quite a marketplace” for transplants 
from the city. Hampton Bays waterfront offers a price range of 50 cents on the 
dollar: Westhampton Beach is going through a transformation, “a renaissance,” 
he said. East Quogue, Quiogue and Remsenburg offer space and good school 
districts, he added. 

Wadzinski said that while space and privacy is nice, buyers coming from the 
city are also used to a certain way of life: doormen, amenities, even noise. Some 
may be put off by the dark skies that come in the woods, even if it is only a few 
miles from town. “I think you need to know what your comfort level is,” she said. 

Morabito said he still sees some people keeping one foot in New York City, 
waiting to see what happens with COVID. North agreed, mentioning the wait- 
and-see has an impact on the rental market. “Homeowners won’t commit to next 
year thus far,” she said. 

“I think we are going to see an incredible winter, and next year should be an 
incredible year,” Desiderio continued, adding that she was happy to see more 
inventory coming on the market because there was a time where there was a 
coneern “that the demand super-outweighed the inventory” that led to bidding 
wars, “which is never good for anyone.” Buyers, sellers and brokers are unhappy 
in those instances, according to Desiderio. “Because someone is going to win, 
someone is going to lose.” 

Bidding wars have been commonplace as people look to make this their primary 
residence, Andreassi said. “The lack of supply has really hurt us in a way,” he said. 

Morabito disagreed about the bidding wars. “Ultimately, if they benefit our 
clients, I’m for it.” 

On the North Fork, where the median sale price has typically been lower, 
everything is moving and fast, Desiderio said. “There is absolutely zero inventory,” 
she said, noting that as of October 22 there were only 164 houses on the entire 


North Fork. “We have three people for every house that is for sale. It’s not like you 


can manufacture homes for sales.” 

Speaking on advice for would-be buyers, Morabito said, “Travel light and be 
able to move quick.” One of the challenges for realtors in this market is that 
prospective purchasers are not sure where they want to buy. “Part of it is a quick 
education...A knowledgeable, good broker can explain that, or at least take them 
to-a location that fits their price rang in different communities.” 

Desiderio added that buyers need to know their comfort zone and not to go in 
blindly to a search. “The $3.5 million house is always going to blow the million- 
and-a-half dollar house away,” she said. “Know where you want to be and stay 
within your zone price wise.”

ad Rallye Motor Co. president and CEO Juliana Curran Terian 
H consulted a road map of her future years ago, she never would 
have imagined where that road would lead. One of those stops along 
the way has been Sag Harbor, where Terian is currently renovating her 
home. 

Terian says she loves the “honky tonk” vibe of the village. 

Terian originally had her East End roots in East Hampton at the fam- 
ily home with her husband, Peter Terian, who passed away from can- 
cer in 2002. She has recently located to Sag Harbor, and is especially 
thrilled to be overseeing the renovations on her home there, ensuring it 
conforms to the community’s strict historical guidelines, blending the 
traditional details of the region with the simple, contemporary style she 
prefers, using natural, sustainable materials and maximizing available 
light. 

It’s a formula she followed when renovating her previous home in East 
Hampton, her apartment in Manhattan, and, most notably, the beauti- 
ful showrooms of the Rallye dealerships. Her team for the Sag Harbor 
house includes Paul Regan of Paul Regan Architects; Mark Johansen of 
Johansen Contracting of LI; and Cathy Warren of Broadview Gardens. 

A passionate art collector and philanthropist, Terian says, “The art- 
ists of the East End drew us out here.”

Based in Roslyn, Rallye is consistently ranked among the best auto- 
motive dealerships in North America, with franchises including Rallye 
Acura, Rallye BMW, Rallye Lexus and Rallye Motors (Mercedes), all 
accompanied by parts, service and body shop facilities. Terian has suc- 
cessfully steered the family-owned business to new heights and through 
the tumultuous times of the COVID-19 pandemic. 

“Of course the pandemic has affected everything,” she said. “But it 
has given us a chance to connect in a more meaningful and deeper way 
with our customers. We were considered an essential business, which 
made us proud to be able to keep their cars on the road, provide service 
and sales throughout the difficult days of the pandemic.” 

While the dealership closed for one month earlier this year to ensure 
the safety of her employees and their families, Terian adds, many 
employees volunteered to come in and work for no pay. This is the kind 
of dedication that represents Rallye’s employees, which is at the core of 
how Terian runs her business. 

“We are lucky to have that kind of dedication from our employees and 
the confidence of our customers,” she says. 

Terian says that when she more fully immersed herself in the com- 
pany after her daughter entered college, she constructed a company 
mission statement that lays out the vision and values of Rallye and its 
employees. At the core of this mission is that Rallye Motors is a family 
business and its employees are part of that family. 

“We treat one another like family,” she says. “Our employees come 
first.” 

Terian is a Director of the District 10 New York State Automobile 
Dealer Association, and is a board member of The Hirshhorn Museum 
of Art of the Smithsonian Institution in Washington, D.C., and serves 
on its Acquisitions Committee. She also is a trustee of the Marymount 
School in New York City, and a Trustee Emeritus at The Pratt Institute 
in Brooklyn. She was given the Distinguished Service Citation Award in 
2009 by the Automotive Hall of Fame.
